S.F.  Property  Values 

Dear  Neighbor: 

It's  summertime  and  soon,  all 
San  Francisco  residents  will  be 
receiving  their  Notice  of  Assessed 
Value  for  their  property.  This  no- 
tice allows  homeowners  to  know 
how  much  their  home  is  valued 
at  before  their  property  lax  bill 
arrives.  As  your  Assessor-Re- 
corder, I  want  to  take  a  moment 
to  inform  residents  of  the  re- 
sources and  information  pro- 
vided by  my  office. 

In  recent  years,  San  Frandsco 
property  owners  have  faired  rela- 
tively well  in  comparison  to  other 
counties  in  California,  but  everyone 
has  still  felt  the  impact  of  the  reces- 
sion and  economic  downtum.  In 
times  like  these,  helping  people  un- 
derstand the  value  of  tiheir  home  - 
often  limes  people's  single  largest 
asset  -  is  espiecially  crudal 

How  is  property  valued? 

Properties  in  San  Frandsco  are 
valued  by  certified  appraisers  in  the 
Assessor- Recorder's  office  who  ap- 
praise properties  based  on  the  Cali- 
fornia Revenue  and  Taxation  Code. 
This  code  recommends  three  ap- 
proaches to  property  valuation:

The  comparative  sales  approach 
uses  similar  properties'  recent  sale 
prices  as  an  indication  of  market 
value.  This  method  is  preferred  be- 
cause it  uses  direct  evidence  of  the 
market's  valuation  of  similar  prop- 
erties. The  cost  approach  uses  esti- 
mates of  current  costs  to  replace  the 
existing  sh^cture  used  mostly  for 
new  construction.  And  tlie  income 
approach  applies  estimates  of  hj- 
tur^  benefits  of  ownership  spedfi- 
cally  for  revenue  generating  prop- 
erties and  converts  these  estimates 
into  a  present  value. 

What  Are  My  Resources  and 
Captions? 

When  timesarebad  and  property 
values  go  below  assessed  values, 
homeowners  should  be  paying  less 
in  taxes.  Because  of  Proposition  8, 
homeowners  are  given  a  reduction 
in  assessed  value  if  current  market 
value  is  in  fact  lower  than  assessed 
value.  To  make  this  system  as  effi- 
dent  as  possible,  my  office  has  ere 
ated  an  informal  review  process 
which  allows  homeowners  to  ap- 
ply for  a  temporary  reduction  by 
filling  out  a  simple,  one-pa^  wrf? 
form  to  request  a  review  of  their 
property.  The  informal  review  pro- 
cess is  free  and  allows  for  a  stream- 
lined reassessment  of  their  prop- 
erty. Please  remember  that  there  are 
fraudulent  companies  offering  this 
free  service  for  a  fee  -  please  do  not 
fall  victim  to  this  scam! 

In  2009-10,  over  11,700  home- 
owners received  temporary  re- 
ductions in  the  assessed  value  of 
their  homes.  In  addition  to  last 
years'  applicants  who  automati- 
cally get  reviewed,  this  year  the 
office  reviewed  over  4,100  appli- 
cants who  filed  for  informal  re- 
views. Most  of  the  reductions  to 
assessed  values  were  given  to 
people  who  purchased  homes  be- 
tween 2005-07  because  it's  prob- 
able that  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  is  above  market  value. 
Prop  8  reductions  are  designed  to 
equalize  assessments  -  affording 
lower  tax  balances  which  may 
provide  temporary  financial  re- 
lief to  homeowners.  Although  this 
fiscal  years'  informal  review 
deadline  was  in  March  2010, 1  en- 
courage homeowners  to  apply  for 
the  next  fiscal  year  starting  in 
january  2011. 

Should  a  homeowner  still  disagree 
with  the  assessed  value  of  their 
home,  anyone  can  apply  for  a  for- 
mal appeal  with  the  Assessment 
Appeals  Board,  www.sfbos.org/ 
aab.  This  agency  was  created  to  en- 
sure taxpayers'  rights,  and  operates 
independently  of  the  Assessor- 
Recorder's  office.  The  time  to  file  a 
formal  appeal  is  from  July  2, 201 0  to 
September  15,  2010  with  a  $60  ad- 
ministrative processing  fee. 

Whafs  The  Forecast  for  Next  Year? 

Although  the  decline  in  the  real 
estate  market  has  been  dramafic, 
there  is  a  silver  lining:  in  2010,  for 
the  first  time  in  California  his- 
tory, property  values  normally 
subject  to  inflation  will  actually 
be  decreased  across  the  board  by 
a  negative  0,237  percent  inflation 
factor  (set  by  the  California  Board 
of  Equalization). 

This  means  that  every  California 
property  owner,  who  has  not  al- 
ready received  a  property  tax  re- 
duction, will  see  a  sli^t  reduction 
in  their  fiscal  year  2010-11  prop- 
erty tax  bills.  For  example,  if  a  resi- 
dgits'  base  year  value  is  $500,000, 
and  applying  the  negative  CPI  fac- 
tor instead  of  an  annual  2  percent 
increase,  with  a  tax  rate  of  1,159 
percent,  the  tax  payer  would  now 
be  paying  $5781  instead  of  $5911, 
saving  approximately  £130. 

My  office  is  responsible  for  valu- 
ing property  in  a  fair  and  equitable 
manner  according  to  California 
Revenue  and  Taxation  Laws.  I 
make  it  my  priority  to  ensure  that 
homeowners  know  their  rights 
and  how  their  homes  are  fairly  ap- 
praised.

Visitacion  VkdlGy  History  Project 
Life  and  Times  of  the  Eisenbies  Family 

hif  Beth/ Partiliall 

Back  in  1953,  Mrs,  John  Kovalek  interviewed  a  couple  that  were 
going  to  be  celebrating  their  50th  wedding  ar\niversary  that  year. 
The  Valley  was  busy  planning  a  week  of  events  for  Pioneer  Days,  and 
the  interview  was  to  appear  in  the  Grapevine's  predecessor,  the  Valley 
Guide.  This  column  is  excerpted  from  the  trai^script  of  the  interview. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eisenbies  first  came  to  Visitacion  Valley  in  1904  to 
visit  friends,  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Wulff  and  Mr,  and  Mrs,  Carl  Stade.  While 
here  Mr.  Eisenbies  helped  his  two  friends  build  their  homes  at  474 
and  478  Leiand  Avenue, 

The  Eisenbies  family  lived  on  Telegraph  Hill  and  enjoyed  coming 
to  this  quiet  little  valley,  especially  Mr.  Eisenbies  who  could  indulge 
his  favorite  sport,  hunting.  Visitacion  Valley  provided  an  excellent 
hunting  ground  for  rabbits  and  ducks. 

Then  came  the  1906  earthquake  and  they  lost  all  that  they 
possessed.  "It  was  horrible,"  says  Mrs.  Eisenbies,  "Right  before  our 
very  eyes  we  saw  the  flames  lick  up  one  home  after  another, 
including  our  own," 

Like  so  many  victims  of  this  disaster,  they  fled  to  the  Valley  to  seek 
refuge  with  their  friends,  and  seeing  the  residents  unscathed  they 
decided  this  was  an  impregnable  location.  They  purchased  two 
lots  and  built  their  home  next  door  to  the  Wulff  residence.  Mr. 
Eisenbies  also  helped  other  families  to  build  their  homes  as  like  him 
they  were  struggling  to  make  a  fresh  start. 

Says  Mr.  Eisenbies,  "You  could  almost  count  the  number  of  homes 
from  Leiand  to  San  Bruno  Street  on  one  hand."  Heexplained,  "Bayshore 
was  then  known  as  San  Bruno,  later  changed  to  Rodeo  Street  and  the 
younger  generation  knows  it  now  as  Bayshore  Boulevard." 

"When  we  came  here  all  we  had  was  running  water,  no  modem 
conveniences  such  as  street  lights.  Why,  we  didn't  even  have  streets. 
In  front  of  our  house  we  had  just  piles  and  piles  of  sand  dunes  to 
forge  through.  When  company  called  and  it  was  time  for  them  to 
go  home  we  escorted  them  to  the  dinky  car  on  San  Bruno  by  lantern 
light.  And  if  it  did  go  out  we  were  really  in  a  dilemma.  One  of  our 
jokes  at  that  moment  was  'be  careful  you  don't  fall  over  a  cow.'" 

Mrs.  Eisenbies  recalls,  "For  years  downtown  for  me  was  walking 
down  the  hill  with  baby  and  carriage  as  far  as  Mr.  Louis'  dry  goods 
store,  1  found  all  my  needs  there.  In  those  days  a  lady  never  left  the 
house  without  wearing  a  hat.  By  the  time  I  walked  home  my  hat, 
my  buggy  and  even  my  baby's  face  would  be  full  of  sand." 

The  Eisenbies  couple  took  active  roles  in  the  commurxity  activities 
of  the  day.  In  1907  Mrs,  Eisenbies  joined  the  Friendly  Circle, 
Neighbors  of  Woodcraft,  and  was  active  on  their  drill  team.  She 
also  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center  and  belongs  to  the  Improvement  Club  and  the  senior  citizens 
group.  When  her  daughter  was  in  school  she  was  hospitality 
chairperson  for  the  P.TA, 

Mr  Eisenbies  had  been  a  member  of  the  Femleaf  Camp,  W.O.  W.  since 
1 908  and  is  also  a  member  of  the  Improvement  Club.  He  was  one  of  the 
volunteers  who  built  the  community  center  at  50  Raymond  Avenue 

Mr,  Eisenbies  worked  for  the  Simmons  Company  for  forty- 
three  years  and  will  never  forget  the  streetcar  strike  in  1907, 
when  he  had  to  walk  to  and  from  work,  about  sixteen  miles 
round  trip,  every  day. 

Mr,  Eisenbies  became  ill  in  1941  and  had  to  retire,  but  he  still  enjoys 
his  hobbies,  gardening  and  making  novelties, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eisenbies  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary 
on  June  21 .  "We  have  been  very  happy,"  Mrs,  Eisenbies  says,  "and  we 
have  seen  our  fifty  years  married  blossom  into  three  generations.  We 
have  one  daughter,  one  grandson  and  one  great-grandson."

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Record  High  Muni  On-Time  Performance 


San  Francisco  Municipal  Trans- 
portation Agency  (SFMTA),  whidi 
operates  the  Municipal  Railway 
(Muni),  announced  |uly  1 3  that  Muni 
achieved  its  highest-ever  quarterly 
on-time  performance  rate  of  73  per- 
cent between  January  and  March 
of  2010. 

"In  the  face  of  the  most  difficult 
budget  crunch  in  generations.  Muni 
managed  to  hit  a  higli  water  mark 
for  on-time  performance,"  said 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom.  "San 
Franciscans  are  the  beneficiaries  of 
a  more  reliable  transit  system.  We 
won't  stop  working  to  improve 
Muni  until  we  restore  100  percent 
of  service  and  achieve  even  better 
on-time  numbers,  but  this  piece  of 
good  news  is  welcome," 

"Despite  oureconomic  challenges, 
the  SFMTA  has  always  been  com- 
mitted to  improving  our  system. 
The  servioe  changes  we  made  in  De- 
cember were  informed  by  the  Tran- 
sit Effectiveness  Project  and  repre- 
sent recommendations  and  input 
from  various  members  of  our  com- 
munity," said  Tom  Nolan,  SFMTA 
Board  Chairman. 

"Improving  Muni's  on-time  per- 


formance is  fundamental  to  the 
SFMTA's  mission,"  said  Nathaniel 
P  Ford,  SFMTA  Executive  Director 
"Tfiis  data  clearly  shows  that  the 
service  changes  and  running  time 
adjustments  we  implemented  in 
December,  which  were  based  on  the 
Transit  Effectiveness  Project,  are 
working  to  improve  our  system. 
While  1  am  proud  of  the  work  we 
are  doing  to  improve  our  custom- 
ers' riding  experience,  we  have  a 
ways  to  go  until  we  reach  our  voter- 
mandated  OTP  goal  of  85  percent," 

The  SFMTA  reported  at  Tuesday's 
meeting  of  the  Policy  and  Gover- 
nance Committee  of  its  Board  of  Di- 
rectors that  the  December  2009  ser- 
vice changes  and  related  running 
time  adjustments  contributed  to  the 
increase  in  OTP 

These  service  changes  were  in- 
formed by  the  Transit  Effectiveness 
Project,  an  l&-month  study  of  Muni 
tliat  provided  recommendations  for 
service  improvement. 

While  many  other  factors  am  be 
at  play,  the  data  suggests  that  in- 
creasing frequency  and  running 
time  changes  may  have  had  a  posi- 
tive impact.
